This book provides for modern educated 
persons explanation the Catholic faith, 
its doctrines, its morals, and the basic prac- 
tices Catholic life. Incidentally, the author 
expounds the philosophy the common man 
which has grown with the Church and 
which provides the rational elements that 
underlie the Church’s teachings, her authority, 
and practices. While every topic treated 
with extreme brevity, and sometimes rather 
technical language, the book comprehensive 
and the arguments are straightforward and 
logical. Practically every key problem and 
certainly every important doctrine faith 
are included. For second printing, the 
author might well consider adding the 
bibliography number books which are 
briefer, less technical, and more readily avail- 
able than the inclusive theological works which 
lists. index would helpful.

talents. They generally coast along, 
causing little trouble, making their good 
excellent grades, but time be- 
ing challenged creative efforts 
social leadership. 

With the Church looking toward 
future which she will called upon 
take more active part the solu- 
tion the nation’s problems, dare 
not waste our talent. The attention be- 
ing given the Christopher Movement 
points the necessity preparing 
boys and girls ready and stand 
the forefront civilization’s stand 
against secularism and godlessness. 
unnecessary remind ourselves the 
parable the talents and its obvious 
application this situation. But how 
are provide for our gifted 
children? 

Great need exists for systematic ap- 
proach discovery the gifted. Only 
then can obtain for them the special 
development needed bring them 
the fullness their powers. Stand- 
ardized tests, with prudence accept- 
ing the results, are probably the best 
way identifying the gifted. 
these results can added ratings 
teachers and grades school achieve- 
ment, can point out the gifted child

rather accurately. Where any discrep- 
ancy noted test results, teacher 
ratings, and grades, administration 
individual test like the Stanford-Binet, 
Wechsler, even the Rorschach will 
prove enlightening. Additional tests 
discover special talents music, art, 
literature, oratory, languages, and the 
like are also valuable. Most these 
tests can administered with ease 
the classroom teacher; 
skilled and trained personnel. Some dio- 
ceses are establishing psychological 
testing centers which will im- 
measurable aid identifying the gifted 
especially respect special abilities. 

Excellent reading ability, superiority 
verbal skills, and greater proficiency 
generalizing, drawing conclusions, see- 
ing relationships, and thinking logically 
are characteristic the bright child. 
spirit independence and originality, 
learning understanding rather than 
rote, often makes the pupil supe- 
rior ability impatient with the methods 
necessary the average classroom. For 
the bright, indeed for the average 
and the dull, schoolwork which will chal- 
lenge their abilities without overwhelm- 
ing them essential for adequate per- 
sonality development. 

Among the means devised provide 
for gifted youth are acceleration, group- 
ing, and’ enrichment. Each has certain 
advantages well disadvantages. 
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Probably the ideal plan would involve 
some balanced combination all three 
methods keeping with the individual 


needs the pupil his school and 
community. 


Guidance for the Gifted 

Prior any curricular co-curricu- 
lar provisions must functioning and 
adequate program guidance. Ability 
itself will not assure high level 
achievement. Any teacher can recall ex- 
periences with pupils displaying consid- 
erable discrepancy between educational 
and mental ages. The essential factor 
drive motivation. Guidance can give 
meaning the school’s program. Guid- 
ance also needed help the young 
people from becoming self-centered, de- 
veloping one-sided personality, los- 
ing the human qualities needed for 
leadership. Above all, the pupil needs 
development, not publicity. 


Acceleration May Help 

Acceleration, allowing the pupil ac- 
complish four years’ work three, 
two years’ one, comparatively 
simple device for challenging the gifted. 
But must always used carefully, 
with view the child’s total person- 
ality and the acquisition all skills 
needed for advanced work. The danger 
social maladjustment, while real, has 
been perhaps little overestimated, 
since the gifted child often physically 
more mature and socially more adapta- 
ble than his average counterpart. Mod- 
erate acceleration generally can ac- 
complished with little danger. these 
days when courses leading all the 
professions and occupations are being 
lengthened, entering college year 
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two even semester earlier de- 
cided advantage. The integration neces- 
sary between acceleration the 
guidance and testing programs readily 
apparent. 


Ability Grouping 

Ability grouping, including special 
schools and special classes, probably has 
provoked more discussion 
years than any other method for recog- 
nizing differences. fairly 
strong case its favor can made. 
Ability grouping exists the football 
team, the basketball, track, and baseball 
teams, the gym classes, social 
events; why not the classroom? The 
contention that conceit will develop 
segregated group not verified ex- 
perimental evidence. fact, conceit 
more likely unselected group, since 
the ability differential much 
greater. far groupings providing 
unreal situation, not true life, in- 
vestigation shows that life situations are 
fairly well structured along ability pat- 
terns. The friends choose, our asso- 
ciates work, the members our 
family are much closer being our in- 
tellectual equals than could expect 
from random sample. far gifted 
pupils providing incentive and example 
those average and below average 
ability, the opposite more likely 
true. the teacher tries challenge 
the bright, the rest the class lost, 
becomes discouraged, and often grows 
resentful the bright. instruction 
beamed the average level, the superior 
student becomes uninterested and rest- 
less. Able accomplish the classwork 
source mischief, bad example the 
rest the class, and source dis- 
content the slow and average because 
gets good grades with little 
effort while they work hard for average 
barely passing grades. While ability 
grouping cannot produce groups with 
varying abilities, the practice does make 
the efforts the teacher more valuable 
and more profitable the pupil. The 
greatest danger isolating the bright 
from the rest the school, thus pre- 
venting leadership opportunities. For 
this reason, segregation should con- 
there are enough pupils establish 
special school. Social subjects, athletics, 
study periods, home rooms, and the like 
should bring together more mixed 
company. Core curriculum methods are 
especially well adapted providing for 
these integrating experiences for bright 
pupils. 
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Enrichment the Curriculum 

Enrichment often recommended 
since comparatively easy for the 
paper. this method the individual 
teacher the classroom provides for 
differing abilities means wide 
variety learning materials, projects, 
and special problem techniques, and al- 
lowing the bright proceed their 
own pace with the use supplementary 
materials. The disadvantage that 
teacher, already harassed 
crowded classrooms, the necessity 
providing for slow learners (who make 
louder demands than the gifted), and 
the inevitable paper work connected 
with modern classroom procedures, has 
little opportunity prepare the neces- 
sary additional materials. However, for 
small schools the only practicable 
method. For teacher enlightened 
enough see the importance the 
gifted child our nation’s and the 
Church’s future, means doing 
something about the problem 
without waiting for the administration 
introduce special provisions. 


The Co-curricular Program 

most useful method enrichment 
the co-curricular program. There are 
still few educators who believe that 
the various out-of-school activities are 
kind expendable luxury, frosting 
cake when bread sufficient. Such 
not the case. science club, intro- 
ducing the youngsters the marvels 
and mysteries science from the ninth 
grade (or earlier), 
means developing that interest and 
ability science which the talent search 
seeking. Music appreciation clubs 
well school bands and school orches- 
tras keep alive and nourish the seed 
interest music. Such provisions should 
not limited those who manifest 
talent but should dedicated de- 
veloping talents hitherto latent. The 
same can said art, speech, dra- 
matics, journalism, and any the other 
arts which may utilized for co-cur- 
riculars. While these need means 
confined out-of-curriculum status, 
they make provision for special 
abilities without adding already 
overloaded curriculum. recommended 
device exploration course the 
freshman year, giving students taste 
various co-curriculars and perhaps 
awakening interest. 
Moderators co-curriculars should ope- 
rate conjunction with the guidance 
and testing program find those mani- 
festing special interest ability. 


Special Attention Religion 


The differential learning pattern and 
rate development makes imperative 
somewhat different approach reli- 
thought that skepticism and cynicism 
inevitable among the gifted. The havoc 
wrought history some misguided 
genius emphasizes the possibility and 
underlines the importance adequate 
religious training. While emotionalism 
may hold average slow pupil, most 
superior ability pupils minimize the 
effect emotions their life, least 
assume such pose. But right bal- 
ance between intellectual conviction and 
volitional readiness can achieved, the 
gifted pupil becomes power for good.

fact, the work too easy, the pupil 
loses respect for the study religion, 
which attitude may transferred 
religion itself. 

the field morals, while instruc- 
tional materials must related the 
pupil’s immediate experience, concrete 
applications are not necessary for 
other pupils. More practice applying 
the principles morality life situa- 
tions can expected than from less 
talented groups. Prayer and the sacra- 
ments make the abstract principles 
living and pulsating life guides must 
emphasized. Prayer, the sacraments, 
and especially the Mass must made 
have personal meaning. And while 
obligation the school see that 
the young person attends Catholic 
college university (making efforts 
obtain scholarships where 
may assume that numbers them will 
attend “nonsectarian” institutions 
higher education. strong well founded, 
active spirit faith enlivening all the 
actions the day will make possible 
for them withstand the assaults 
indifferentism they may expect meet. 

Above all, our gifted young people 
must receive instruction toward sense 
mission. They must helped rea- 
lize that they have been blessed 
God. St. Paul’s words, “What have you 
that you have not received? And you 
have received, why you glory 
you had not received,” should liv- 
ing principle with them.

This 
broad aim includes auxiliary objectives, 
such as, “physical and spiritual, intellectual 
and moral, individual, domestic, and social” 
development. How can attain these ob- 
jectives and progress toward union with 
God? Only when man’s intellectual powers 
seek truth, his volitional powers choose

Music Life 

There are innumerable means de- 
veloping the music program.

ences.

(4) 
doubtedly, there real use for such 
influence that can suggest joy, sadness, 
quiet, reverence, desire “about 
our Father’s business.”

Perhaps the key the developments 
recent years has been the re-evaluation 
teaching itself. stopping reconsider 
what being done, how being done, 
and why being done, have been 
able devise ways improvement beyond 
expectations. Modern language teaching had 
become formalized, cut-and-dried, and 
crystallized, that objectives were lost 
the maze inflexible procedure. Would 
you believe that some teachers used 
insist word-for-word memorization 
all the grammar rules textbook? 
Modern language teaching had developed 
superstructure unrelated the living 
language and yet transmitted inflexibly 
from teacher pupil. The teaching con- 
sisted arbitrary requirements which pro- 
duced knowledge various component 
parts language without ever producing 
the language itself. the minds some 
pedagogues had become more important 
recite correctly the “future antérieur” 
all the irregular verbs the third con- 
jugation than able say visiting 
Frenchman: “Hello, won’t you come in?” 


The Modern Idea 

not mean for moment that all 
teaching was this type. Excellent teach- 
ing has always been done countless 
schools and colleges. But, you know, 
always the evil practices which attract 
the greatest attention and serve for gen- 
eralizations. The superstructure which was 
unrelated the living language began fall- 
ing its own weight. When our young men 
who had struggled through two three 
years French verbs, pronouns, and acute 
and grave accents found that they could 
not order meal France, some re-evalu- 
ation was order.

Meanwhile the independent study the 
nature and structure language gen- 
eral had been making great strides. This 
type linguistic study comparable 
the industrial revolution the scientific 
field. Languages can studied either from 
accepted notions from direct observa- 
tion. the former case the pattern 
language worked out from similar pat- 
terns other languages where the struc- 
ture has been transmitted historically. 
other words, the grammatical structure 
language mapped out beforehand and 
the language forced into that structure, 
willy-nilly. the latter case the pattern 
derived from direct observation the lan- 
guage actually functions society, 
regardless preconceived notions. the 
one case accepted rules grammar are the 
guiding principle; the other the guiding 
principle common usage the average 
person. This factor has been important 
placing language study 
perspective. 


Begin Early 

Another important factor the re-eval- 
uation language study has been the re- 
consideration the time begin lan- 
guage and the length the course 
study. developed through the years, the 
beginning language and the duration 
study has come dictated all 
kinds extraneous factors. Languages have 
been squeezed out the curriculum 
younger children and pushed higher and 
higher into the later school years, until the 
time when the mind the student lin- 
guistically less receptive. Language 
function daily living which develops 
with the general adjustment person 
mature life. The longer the study 
language delayed the more difficult be- 
comes make that language working 
part one’s life. Language teachers have 
been aware this inconsistency between 
theory and practice for long time, but

The Nature Language 

order make progress the tech- 
niques teaching is, course, neces- 
sary understand the nature language 
general, well the nature the 
individual language which being taught. 
Many studies have been made this 
score. Every aspect language being 
subjected laboratory examination. You 
can now see your voice well hear it. 
even possible create human sounds 
synthetically. generalization for our 
purpose, let say that language the 
utilization sounds for the sake ex- 
pression. God has given Man the faculty 
expressing ideas through infinite 
variety sounds emitted the vocal 
chords. Language the process whereby 
these ideas are communicated from one 
human being another. Language not 
fixed and invariable set sounds, but 
rather stream which modulated 
geography, history, and personalities. Here, 
then, are the significant points about the 
nature language they relate teach- 
ing: (1) language made sounds; 
therefore teaching should based pri- 
marily sounds; (2) language forever 
process development; therefore teach- 
ing should not based inflexible, arbi- 
trary rules but common usage; (3) lan- 
guage the expression ideas; therefore 
teaching should aim self-expression 
rather than parrot-like reproduction. 


New Languages 

Along with studies the nature lan- 
guage, there have developed 
times increasing studies the analysis 
each individual language. Much the pio- 
neer work was done languages where the 
structure was unknown, such the Indian 
languages North America. Here the lin- 
guist was trained observe directly and 
record scientifically. From this direct ob- 
servation formulated the structure 
the new language without preconceived no- 
tions. From this type study became 
clear that each language uses only limited 
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number significant sounds and well de- 
fined patterns structure. When applied 
language teaching this conclusion meant 
not only that insignificant points could 
eliminated, but that significant ones could 
arranged order importance, with 
much quicker results for the same amount 
effort. This new analysis language 
served the theoretical basis for the well 
known army methods. Naturally the work 
which was done ten years ago was only 
pioneer nature. Progress can result only 
from continued experimentation. course, 
linguistic analysis only 
study whose results can used ad- 
confuse scientific investigation with the 
presentation language the classroom. 


Standards Pronunciation 

The language which can taught the 
classroom must the accepted standard, 
cleared the scientific investigation. For 
example, the linguist observes that the Eng- 
lish word park pronounced New 
England, New York, and goodness- 
knows-what elsewhere. But when you get 
before group children you cannot dis- 
tribute the various pronounciations around 
the classroom. You must decide beforehand 
what standard you are going use and not 
confuse the children. Usually that standard 
set for you the textbook, but not 
all easy decide what be. Lin- 
guistic study can arrange vocabulary ac- 
cording frequency. logical assume 
that words which occur most frequently 
daily speech should receive the greatest 
attention the classroom. But here again 
the teacher cannot possibly stop and ana- 
lyze the vocabulary prior teaching each 
lesson. All this investigation has 
conducted behind the scenes 
porated into Linguistic study 
deals not only with vocabulary but with 
structure patterns, known under the gen- 
eric and dreaded term “grammar.” 
These patterns likewise have arranged 
order frequency and presented 
such way that the language learned has 
solid foundation. 


Motivating the Student 

our re-evaluation modern language 
teaching have learned study the 
nature the learner well the sub- 
ject. From this point view motivation 
becomes paramount importance and 
frustration becomes hopeless Waterloo. 
Unless the pupil feels that the lesson 
within his grasp, there will motivat- 
ing force. Wherever possible, classes are 
organized according varying abilities and 
the language meted out accordingly. 
sense achievement the greatest incen- 
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tive toward continued progress. Perhaps 
the most discouraging factor language 
study has been the feeling futility that 
comes from noticing results. 

this re-evaluation there has been in- 
creasing emphasis the relation between 
the language the learner and the 
guage learned. Linguistic study has 
proved that many sounds and patterns 
overlap between the native language and 
the language studied, particularly 
they are both Indo-European. When 
larities are pointed out from the beginning, 
the pupil really goes from the known the 
unknown. Moreover, getting similarities 
out the way, greater emphasis can 
put significant differences. Take, for ex- 
ample, the sounds the alphabet Ger- 


man and English. accounting for the 
great number sounds which are alike, 
the remaining ones can stressed much 
more and all the sounds become fluent from 
the very beginning. the matter vocab- 
ulary the Romance and Germanic languages 
have innumerable cognates with English. 
The feeling achievement gained through 
these cognates serves strong motivation 
for the student, and this case motiva- 
tion the mother absorption. 

Motivation becomes all important es- 
tablishing the general objectives for learn- 
ing language. Let consider first the 
reason why languages should form part 
education and then the specific motivation 
for each individual terms what the 
language will for him. 

truism say that scientific and 
industrial developments have reduced the 
size the world. mentioned before, 
language primarily communication. The 
radius communication has increased 
spectacularly that new objectives have 
set. Whereas century ago the average 
person used come into contact with 
people within radius few miles, now 
the average person comes into contact with 
people over hundreds miles. Whereas 
each nation used pretty much self- 
sufficient, now each nation irrevocably 
bound with other nations the earth. 
Whereas not long ago the language 
one town used sufficient for the aver- 
age person within that town, now the 
guage one community cannot possibly 
take care all the needs that com- 
munity. Technological development has 
created its own greater motivation for for- 
eign language study. Any system educa- 
tion based the study the native lan- 
guage alone hiding its head like 
ostrich the sands time. 


Language for Use 

for motivation for the individual, 
needs visualize tangible objectives. 
Studies are constantly being conducted 
language opportunities the business field. 
The international situation makes impos- 
sible for our diplomats carry their 
work without foreign languages. Our young 
men and women are being stationed for- 
eign lands the thousands. There 
point reiterating the many arguments 
which you all know. One factor, however, 
common all these arguments: 
guage which cannot used not lan- 
guage all. Unless person gets the 
point where can make some use 
language, may well save his time and 
energy.

feasible objective for the study lan- 
guage the ability communicate with 
people whom you could not reach other- 
wise. That communication may either 
direct, through speech, indirect, through 
reading and writing. Not everyone can have 
opportunities carry discussions with 
Frenchmen, Italians, Russians, others, 
but certainly every educated person can 
listen and enjoy the beautiful words 
Moliére, Goethe, Dante, Tolstoy, and 
countless others. repeat, however, that 
unless person gets the point where 
can make some use foreign language, 
may well save his time and energy. 


Listening Foreign Language 

The development 
which has increased the need for foreign 
languages has increased the efficiency 
teaching. one time was relatively 
difficult get hear native speaker 
French, Spanish, German. Now all you 
wave and listen foreign language. 
one time was practically impossible 
hear your own pronunciation foreign 


language. Now almost every school boasts 
tape recorder where you cannot only 
hear your voice but mark your progress. 
All these devices can give greater incen- 
tive and produce quicker results. 

Records are being used more and more 
modern language teaching. They not 
displace the teacher, but rather serve 
valuable assistant. student learns 
speak imitation; the more imitation, the 
greater the accuracy and fluency. Once the 
teacher has set the pattern, actual repeti- 
tion can relegated the laboratory, 
where each student gets equal oppor- 
tunity hear and speak. The model 
the record always present and always 
perfect. The teacher well the pupil 
can profit its pronunciation. 

recording both the native and his 
own voice tape, the pupil can detect 
his shortcomings immediately. can work 
his shortcomings without interfering 
with the rest the class. The tape re- 
corder relatively cheap and wonderful 
attraction. can compete successfully with 
movies the social sciences and cakes and 
pies the home-economics courses. 

Television programs are 
creasingly popular because they furnish 


background atmosphere and entertainment 
well instruction. Such programs have 
been particularly useful conducting 
classes the elementary grades. Here the 
need very acute for well trained teachers 
with perfect pronunciation, because little 
children have uncanny faculty for imi- 
tation. just unfair start them off 
with faulty pronunciation. The use 
television, records, and tape recordings 
practically indispensable. The textbooks 
the future will based the integration 
all these factors for better and more 
effective teaching. 


For International Understanding 


The modern language teacher 
enviable position. the connecting link 
between the various civilizations which 
make this confused world. has mis- 
sion accomplish bring order out 
political and social chaos. The teaching 
foreign languages per will not save the 
world from destruction. Yet impossible 
see how nations can come any under- 
standing they don’t even understand 
each other’s words. from this point 
view that foreign language study re- 
mains the starting point for better world. 


New Concepts Home Economics

countless boys and girls. What 
true purpose life? What are their needs? 

They must helped develop into 
individuals who will able face the 
rapidity changes society and still 
maintain Christian principles; they must 
prepared meet multiple responsibilities 
and retain the long-range view life; they 
need increased understanding indi- 
vidual development related family 
living; they need increased appreciation 
human and spiritual values family living;

Education for Life 
How can these needs met? What 
the potential home economics meet- 
ing these needs? The primary purpose 
home economics education for personal 
and family living. helps pupils recognize 
goals importance them and their 
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families. employs pertinent information, 
certain skills and abilities using re- 
sources materials, energy, and time 
achieve more satisfaction and happiness 
their living and for their own individual 
development. 

These pupils should 
fathers, better mothers, better citizens for 
having participated the intellectually de- 
manding experiences the family centered 
discipline. 

Recipes and techniques themselves 
are not the answer. These pupils need 
develop the capacity thinking, imagin- 
ing, and evaluating well the aesthetic 
perception that necessary for making 
adjustments new situations. 

Thus home economics and must be, 
not menu fudge, fruit salad topped 


with whipped cream, but series exciting 
investigations and experiences for the stu- 
dent who will perceive new and meaning- 
ful relationships and will make application 
these personal and family living. 
search for truth. Search implies activity 
rather than passivity. Busy, alert minds and 
busy hands work together the learning ex- 
perience. With the intellectual development 
must the development correspond- 
ing attitudes, ideals, and appreciations. 
tion theory and practice. Abraham 
Lincoln said 1849, “As the Author 
man makes every individual with one head 
and one pair hands, was probably in- 
tended that hands and head should co- 
operate friends.” 


Practical Course 
Home economics has been called 
tical” with the implication that practical 
courses are not worthy. Could that the 
most practical course one could take 
education one that builds successfully 
for the longest future, that will illuminate

Learning Live 

Courses foods, clothing, home manage- 
ment homemaking, whatever they may 
called, must deal with the philosophy 
well the processes personal, home, and 
family living. Students make use social 
skills which implement knowledge. They 
learn use these accomplishments ac- 
cordance with right reason. Religion their 
motivation they learn place the ordi- 
nary activities daily life the service 
their spiritual development. the 
present age materialism they learn 
use material things achieve their goals 
without being enslaved them. Thus 
home economics helps prepare the stu- 
dents their choices values, and their 
standards. They learn judge effectively 
the purpose, means, materials, and products 
all homemaking activities. For example, 
today’s homemaker finds 
thousand food and grocery products com- 
peting for her favor the modern super- 
market. This can very confusing. 

Students learn the value all material 
resources time, money, materials, energy 
—and the supernatural resources the 
family. They learn that homemaking can 
become liturgical, sacramental act and 
that they themselves must prepared 
worthy transmitters the Christ-life 
their families. 

They learn ways which the family 
can plan its time with the daily, weekly, 
and yearly life based the liturgy the 
Church and the celebration name days. 
Greater significance attached the arts 
communication within the family 
through prayer, conversation, through 
smile, glance appreciation, through 
family singing entertainment which 
members the family learn understand 
and enjoy one another and communicate 
their love Christ.

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Utilize Community Health 


Services 


School administrators frequently over- 
look the services available the school 
and for the classroom teacher from the 
various agencies local government. The 
city department public health 
agency major importance the school. 
The administration and activities com- 
munity health department are designed 
assist all groups the community through 
educational programs and professional serv- 
ices. parochial grade school high school 
administrator cannot afford unaware 
the services available from this agency 
indifferent their use. 


Your Servants 

Several divisions typical city health 
division have direct bearing the school 
program. The school and the department 
health desire common goal: Health 
protection for the student population. The 
school administrator, whether called direc- 
tor, principal, superintendent, will profit 
exercising the initiative contacting 
and arranging interview with the local 
commissioner public health. con- 
tacting the commissioner early the fall 
principal can arrange for meeting be- 
tween representatives the two agencies 
explore areas mutual concern. 

The school should take the initiative 
establishing working relationship between 
civic agencies and the school. Sometimes 
local governmental agencies hestitate 
project their authority the private school 
situation. Frequently they desire 
helpful, but are uncertain the approach 
employ the reception which will 
accorded them. The fact that the local 
health agency has not recently inspected 
the school cafeteria, for example, should 
not lull the school into the belief that this 
agency does not have the right so. 
continuous co-operative attitude fostered 
the school, eliminates any vacillating 
policy this regard the part the 
public health department due attitudes 
reflecting the political beliefs the re- 
ligious creed the commissioner then 
office. taking the initiative can 
destroy this apprehension misunder- 
standing their part and gain for our- 
selves increased respect educators and 
citizens. This close knit and harmonious re- 
lationship also eliminates the terror fre- 
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quently experienced some school ad- 
ministrators when urgent call from the 
cafeteria reveals, “The food inspectors 
are here.” 


Importance Health Service 

indicated above, the operation 
school cafeteria key area mutual 
concern. The co-operation the public 
health department can important 
asset the efficient accomplishment this 
important auxiliary service the modern 
school. 

Cafeterias operated Catholic schools 
tend follow one these patterns: 
school-sponsored federal lunch program; 
self-sustaining school-operated cafeteria; 
the leased lunchroom, operated indi- 
vidual group, and the school spon- 
sored lunch program, primarily staffed 
members the mothers’ club similiar 
auxiliary group. each these situations 
the responsibility for food and milk sanita- 
tion, kitchen cleanliness, and conformity 
the local health code for restaurants falls 
the chief administrator the school. 
However, carefully delegated these duties 
may be, the ultimate responsibility rests 
with the school. The success the failure 
the program conform the local 
health code seriously reflects our attitude 
toward the problems public health. 

Just before the opening the fall term, 
the health department examiners should 
invited visit and inspect the school 
cafeteria and speak the employees. The 
food inspector can speak the women in- 
dividually the operation the cafeteria 
there are only few employed, col- 
lectively there large number. Where 
the mothers’ club operates the lunch pro- 
gram, rotating the tasks among themselves 
representative the public health de- 
partment may invited speak 
early fall meeting their group appraise 
them the existing rules. This appraisal 


also results understanding the 
reasons why the regulations exist. 


Protect Your Contract 

Public health department officials will 
also co-operate with school personnel 
approving equipment changes and remodel- 
ing programs, thus assuring school officials 
that the finished project will comply with 
the local health code. the school con- 
templating major installation food 
preparation serving equipment the sup- 
plier should required give the school 
certification that the project has been 
examined the consulting engineer for 
the city health department and conforms 
all existing regulation. provision 
this nature the construction remodel- 
ing contract with architect equipment 
contractors may obviate expensive read- 
justments later date. Such advisory 
service available from this local govern- 
mental agency without charge. 

Through the division sanitation, the 
health department will assist the school 
combating insect and rodent problems. 
These difficulties arise regardless the 
age the school plant the care ex- 
ercised the cafeteria personnel. 


Health Education 

Health education has gained increased 
importance the school curriculum. The 
school lunch program, while exceedingly 
valuable, only one phase the total stu- 
dent health program. One the functions 
fulfilled the local health department 
the task aiding schools and other civic 
groups developing the health education 
aspects their annual programs. Charts, 
films filmstrips, assembly programs, and 
speakers are among the services normally 
available without charge. This same agency 
also provides current health information 
service value when searching for topics 
appropriate for parent-teacher meetings. 

Other services available equal 
basis parochial well public grade 
and high schools include: dental checks, 
visiting nurses, nose, eye, and ear examina- 
tions, periodic T.B. rays, and similiar 
examinations. The school administrator 
should sure invite the cafeteria and 
janitorial staff participate 
physical checkups well the teachers. 
Files containing the physical examinations 
and health records the cafeteria em- 
ployees should complete and date. 

Administrators will want acquaint 
themselves with the many public health 
services available the school phase 
their community co-operation program 
and the interest utilizing community 
resources providing protection for the 
students entrusted their care. 
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CRITICISM CATHOLIC 
EDUCATION WELCOME TODAY? 


read with some satisfaction the 
article the April number (1955) 
the Homiletic and Pastoral Review 
Dr. Edward Power the University 
Brownson’s attitude toward Catholic 
Schools. was called enemy 
Catholic education and great antagonism 
was manifested toward him during the 
Civil War period. Dr. Power’s con- 
tention that Brownson “was never op- 
posed Catholic was 
critical it, and wanted make 
Catholic both name and reality. 
“Brownson,” says Dr. Powers, “was not 
involved any doctrinal controversy 
education was open question and 
was completely unfair question his 
orthodoxy because expressed dissatis- 
faction with schools not because they 
were Catholic but because they were 
not” (italics ours). 

The criticisms Brownson were edu- 
cational and practical criticisms, they 
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were not theological. “If Brownson was 
wrong suggesting, did, that 
Catholic schools were weak, that they 
had little organization, that students 
were taught many cases unquali- 
fied teachers, that they failed ac- 
knowledge the society which they 
were existing and for which some 
degree preparing their students, then 
there was obligation the part 
spokesmen for these schools show 
Brownson his errors.” 

There are apparently 
throughout Brownson’s work such state- 
ments these: have been decidedly 
favor really Catholic Schools,” 
that “All Catholics feel should feel 
that education, either under the point 
useful and desirable further than 
Catholic.” His attitude summed 
the statement: “Let console our- 
selves for what Catholic education now 
is, with what may become, and what 
may well directed effort aid 

Brownson’s attitude contained 
remarkable paragraph, which may 
modified somewhat the action the 
Baltimore Council. follows: 

“We protest against the assumption 
that so-called Catholic schools, colle- 
giate conventual, parochial pri- 
vate, because under the control Cath- 
olics, participate the immunities 
the Church, the priesthood, the 
prelacy, and are sacred from public in- 
vestigation and public criticism; that 
are necessarily bound our Cath- 
olic faith and Catholic piety patron- 
ize defend them any further than 
find them Catholic institutions fact 

Catholic education today lacking 
any constructive criticism. One could 
hardly find any evidence that criticism 
wanted encouraged. One looks, ex- 
cept very rare cases, vain for se- 
rious self-study. The actively propagan- 
dized “life adjustment” program 
secondary schools has had such criti- 
cism within Catholic education has 
had outside Catholic education. 
movement for the destruction great 
values the teaching literature has 
had criticism only this JouRNAL. The 
progressive weakening the study 
language and history and mathematics 
needs more protest than has had. The 
futility much the foreign language 
teaching high schools and colleges has 
not been criticized. The coercive influ- 
ence standardizing agencies has been 
criticized without the accompanying 


program self-improvement. The ex- 
traordinary increase enrollments 
all schools has brought forth more 
constructive attitude toward laymen. 
This situation developed out neces- 
sity. The lack productive scholarship 
considering the number professors 
and “universities” accepted normal. 
There are many other things that might 
noted. The kind questions that 
might raised may illustrated 
members Catholic institutions going 
preoccupied entirely with adminis- 
tration and the teaching done lay 
teachers? Those charge directly and 
over-all control ought welcome and 
encourage constructive criticism these 
and other things, and their constructive 
critics ought rewarded the var- 
ious medals, knighthoods, honorary de-

Johnny cannot read,” and colleges have 
courses remedial reading (without 
credit) may well look reading 
recognizing letters syllables words 
and associating certain sounds with 
them and without too great emphasis 
meaning. Learning read, write, 
and calculate well enough get along 
the contemporary life the com- 
munity developmental task mid- 
dle childhood, that during the first 
six school years, which includes ages six 
twelve. not until the beginning 
this period that the child’s eyes are 
biologically “ready” for reading.

teaching and study literature has been 
deteriorating the extent has.

Next, let consider creative art and 
music.

She gives the 
principles, she suggests; then she lets the 
child ahead. violates principle 
and important principle, she shows 
again. But always and ever the child 
working, not according teacher’s ideas 
patterns, but according his own feel- 
ings controlled principles. The teacher 
should try things—some she should 
very well, for child wants his teacher 
skillful—but some she should 
not well, for child wants his teacher 
human and daring and thus encour- 
age him daring, also. The teacher 
must manifest her delight with every tiny 
spark originality because sparks grow 
under encouragement.

Developing Creativeness 


The suggestions for developing creative- 
ness music are almost identical with 
those for developing creative writing:

This method motivating good students 
work the utmost their ability 
and slow students find possibilities earn- 
ing passing grade has repaid itself 
many ways. our biology classes during 
the past three years have equipped the 
laboratory with models, charts, etc., which 
were used science fairs and now serve 
the capacity teaching aids. 

The first aim carried out our sys- 
tem grading. All tests are based 
per cent and all projects per 
cent basis. The average percentage all 
tests given during six-week period 
added the percentage obtained the 
project. Thus good students have the pos- 
sibility 100 per cent and mentally slow 
students who find the tests bit difficult 
have the possibility making passing 
grade producing worth-while project 
worth per cent. These percentages 
course are not the grade for the period be- 
cause experiments, assignments, and talks 
all enter into the final grade for the period. 

The second aim, that equipping our 
laboratory, has psychological reaction. 
Students find that latent talent mani- 
fested and finally revealed project. 
Favorable comments are made and common 
expressions are heard such as, didn’t 
know could that.” “Did that?” 
great interest aroused among the 
students when these projects are explained 
class the pupil, displayed bulletin 
boards, and the science fair. The facial 
expression satisfaction evident 
when the proud owner hears favorable com- 
ments and expressions that all the work 
involved its own reward. 


The Technique Used 
Projects for the first three periods are 
guided and suggested the teacher. This 


itself keeps the teacher the alert for 
bigger and better projects. The last three 
periods aim producing projects for the 
annual science fair. the time the fourth 
period arrives the students are ready for 
their own ideas about projects and have 
assumed the responsibilities undertaking 
and producing their own. However, some 
students still need helping hand. 


Projects Undertaken 

Three years ago our projects consisted 
birdhouses, feeding stations, flower 
boxes, hanging baskets, collection twigs, 
etc. Our models made plywood included 
the amoeba, paramecium, types graft- 
ing, etc. Our second year found looking 
for material still lighter and found 
stvrofoam the ideal for its lightness. Mod- 
els Mouth Parts the Grasshopper, 
Parts Flower, Amoeba, Comparison 
Plant and Animal Cells, were made 
styrofoam. Last year the students worked 
the various systems, illustrating each 
the Digestion Fats, Carbohydrates, and 
Proteins; Blood Circulation, illustrating the 
circulation blood through the heart; 
Organs for Digestion; Comparison But- 
terfly and Moth, and the Human Eye, il- 
lustrating the three layers. These models 
were cut out with jig saw; the various 
organs and parts were painted with poster 
paints and mounted fourteen-ply 
show cardboard. The parts were labeled 
color corresponding the painting 
the styrofoam.* 

Not all projects are entered the fair 
and not all find place the classroom. 
The best are selected for the fair and those 
not used the fair are kept they prove 
helpful visual aids. The other 
projects are destroyed the teacher 
that projects will not handed down 
lower classmen. 


Our Rewards 
the Northern Michigan Science Fair 
merited three blue ribbons and two red 
ribbons our first year; five blue ribbons 
our second year; one blue and six red our 
third year. These awards are given our 
school assembly Award Day. The inner 
joy experienced when entering the biology 
room when know our own projects have 
helped make what today through 
the efforts our own students another 
reward. Upper classmen wander occasional- 
into the room and ask, “Where’s 
project?” Hence they must carry linger- 

ing satisfaction some kind.

Relationships, depend- 
ence one number upon another, depend- 
ence one fact upon another must 
become prominent the number teaching- 
learning process; isolated facts tend be- 
come meaningless and confusing. child 
can grasp the idea that two and three are 
five, why can’t he, simultaneously, shown 
the related fact that three and two are five. 
Following parallel line thought, 
three and two are five, then take away three 
from five are two, and take away two from 
five are necessarily three. this procedure 
extrinsic number introduced while set- 
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ting mental picture. Three, two, and 
five are dominant the configuration being 
assimilated the six-year-old. 

these concepts become subjective, 
retention increases, devices and techniques 
must employed concept-strengtheners. 
Though the use flash cards this regard 
has become, more less, trite because 
overuse, when offered novel experiences, 
they can still effect noteworthy results. 
use one game call Losing Your Seat. 

child-teacher standing the front 
the room flashes the cards. Going down the 
line, each child attempts give the proper 
solution. The response individual, never 
chorus. error made, the child 
making the error must forfeit his seat 
and stand along the side wall. 

Another quickie, which the children 
respond with enthusiasm, device 
call How Quickly Can You Think?

Individual Difference 

The independent work period takes 
new life when given child participation 
appeal. Six the brightest children, those 
who complete their papers almost before 
all the papers are passed down the aisles, 
are selected act checkers. They are 
assigned Group Group II, and Group 
the children complete 
their papers, they are instructed take 
them their assigned checker. their 
papers are starred, they are further in- 
structed stand along the side wall and 
study silently. the beginning, when 
silent study without significance, tell 
them read the problems several times 
their minds. they are heard studying, 
they lose their studying privilege and must 
return their seats additional 
seatwork. 

However, child has more than four 
errors, must take his paper the 
teacher, who, not occupied with the brighter 
pupils, now engaged silent study, will 
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have time give individual attention 
the slow learner, explaining procedures that 
would otherwise become eternal difficulties. 

discussion this nature tends be- 
come endless. But, note finality, 
would like cite the tremendous im- 
portance classroom Number Posters and 
Charts. Children readily associate concepts 
with the concrete. For that reason posters 
are excellent teachers. They are silent, 
sure, but their silence tremendously 
effective one. With each glance the poster, 
the child will mentally review the lesson 
was designed teach.

The purpose these tests deter- 
mine the acceptability finishing materials 
for heavy-duty and gymnasium-type floors. 
These tests have been designed permit 
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the use the widest scope suitable ma- 
terials that are the present-day market 
new finishes which will appear the 
market from time time. The require- 
ments general are those which are ac- 
cepted the industry standard. 

addition the testing procedure, as- 
sociation technicians are busy checking and 
observing the performance MFMA ap- 
proved finishes hard maple floors 
school classrooms, gymnasiums, bakeries, 
industrial plants, stores, residences, and 
commercial buildings. 


The MFMA Requirements Good 

Floor Finish Include: 

The finish must penetrate the top 
surface the wood. 

The finish must seal the pores 
keep out dirt and resist soil stains. 

The finish, with its penetrating qual- 
ities, must not darken the wood. 

The finish must reflect light 
improve illumination. 

The finish should nonslippery. 

The finish must not mar, scratch, 
flake off. 

The finish must such quality 
that, becomes necessary touch 
worn spots, this can accomplished with- 
out complete refinishing. 

The finish (sealer) should resistant 
water. 

The finish, after application, must 
not present maintenance problem. must 
eliminate constant resanding and complete 
refinishing. 


Special Finishes for Gymnasium 
Floors 

Through further MFMA research, an- 
other type floor finish has been dis- 
covered that can used effectively 
gymnasium when they 
are used primarily for sports activities. 
can also used for other floors subjected 
light traffic. The finishes are composed 
tough, resilient, long-wearing ingredients. 
They are the type which 
penetrate the top surface the wood and 
the same time leave varnish-like film 
the surface. The finishes not darken 
the wood, nor show rubber burns. Floors 
finished with these products 
slippery and are noted for fast playing. 
Attractive appearance and ease cleaning 
and maintenance are assured with the use 
these finishes. 


Proper Application Floor Finishes 
applying finish the floor, im- 
perative that you follow carefully the in- 
structions given the manufacturer 
the finish. Through tests and experience, 
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knows: (1) how prepare the floor for 
finishing; (2) how the finish should ap- 
plied; (3) how many coats are required; 
(4) how long each coat should allowed 
dry; (5) how stained effect can best 
obtained; (6) how the finished floor should 
cleaned; (7) how and when the floor 
should refinished. 

Follow the finish manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions and you can sure having floor 
that will provide the utmost service and 
appearance; floor that can kept clean 
and proper condition easily and the 
lowest possible cost. All hardwood floors 
should given some kind finish. 
proper finish, correctly applied, not only 
enhances the appearance the floor, but 
makes scrubbing unnecessary 
adds the life the wood. 

Modern methods cleaning maple floors 
have been simplified and made quite inex- 
pensive through buffing with steel wool, 
usually with electrically driven equipment. 
Smoother floors result. The smoother the 
floor, the easier clean. Floor seals can 
applied and buffed-in with this equip- 
ment. writing finish manufacturers 
for information, sure mention type 
building which finish used, also 
whether flooring maple, beech, birch 
old new floor. 


Sanding Suggestions 

Northern hard maple, beech, and birch 
flooring come from the mill smoothly sur- 
faced, but laying any floor, slight in- 
equalities, scratches, and other marks will 
appear. These can removed scraping 
sanding. really smooth sanding es- 
sential for good finish job. Newly laid 
floors should scraped sanded length- 
wise with the grain. Number number 
sandpaper suggested for cutting off 
high spots and joints and number for the 
second cut. The final step, and this the 
most important all, finish with 
number number 2/0 sandpaper, 
both, necessary. The finest finish cannot 
make poorly sanded floor look well. 


Ideas Figuring Hardwood Flooring 
Costs Have Changed 

During the past few years, management 
has come view hardwood flooring costs 
decidedly different perspective. Not 
too long ago, judgment concerning the cost 
floor was based largely uvon the 
initial expenditure, but, today there 
much wider realization that there are other 
important factors taken into con- 
sideration. 

Cleaning cost one factor, maintenance 
cost another and the initial cost 
floor means nothing until measured 
terms the number years its lifetime.

The first step 
divide the initial floor cost the 
number years service expected (which 
the case northern hard maple may 
thirty years more). Then add this 
cost-per-year the estimated yearly cost for 
cleaning and maintenance, depending 
the standard desired and you arrive the 
approximate annual cost the floor.
